tive to be calm. Instead of shout­ 
ing “ lie” at the twisting by ex­ 
treme isolationists of something 
he did not say, he might commend 
his course by correctly stating ex­ 
actly what he did say. Instead of 
intemperately asserting that every­ 
thing which the newspapers print 
is bunk, it would be better if he 
could himself keep free from bunk. 
Nor is this a time for temper.

TH E position toward France and 
England which the President has 
taken is logical and sensible, but 
it is difficult to support a man who 
is so unnecessarily vituperative 
and so truculently insistent upon 
th»* Viciousness of tho‘se whom he 
docs not control. His violence di­ 
minishes confidence in his judg­ 
ment and lits deliberate unfairness 
shakes belief in the stability of his 
purpose. For example, he cannot 
help but know that some of the 
newspapers which have been most 
strongly opposed to him on domes­ 
tic policies are most strongly be­ 
hind his foreign policy.

way to promote peace and 


avoid war is to ald, so far as we 
can, our inevitable allies (in case 
of war) 
France and England—to 
become so strong that no nation

That is really what is back 
of his policy; that is really what 
is in bis head and in the heads of 
his 
ambassadors

advisers. 
Neither he nor they can—or think 
they can 
afford to say so bluntly. 
Most of them feel it necessary to 
deny it—as lie, by indirection, has 
denied it. But it is there just the 
same and every

knows it. Moreover, it is the big 
reality in the whole situation.

is the one basic fact that makes 
the Roosevelt messages, speeches 
and action logical and sound.

IT

unfortunate that 
politics 
a m s to make it impractical open­ 
ly to take this stand, but it is un­ 
true to say that the President’s 
course is making war more prob­ 
able, and it is untrue to say that 
Ile is using the foreign crisis to 
divert attention from the bogging 
down of his domestic policies and 
the loss of control over Congress.
